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INTRODUCTION. _. 
— 
As the strength of a nation is, in a great measure, 
proportioned to the number of its inhabitants, and 
as he Poor constitute an important part of every 
Jag community, they justly merit the attention 
and assistance of the Rich aud Opulent, especially 
in Sickness; when they are rendered incapable of 
supporting themselves and families. The Poor, 
from unwholesome food and exposure to the vari- 
ous changes of the air, from occasional want of 
employment, and of proper clothing, are subject to 
many disorders, unknown to those whose afffuence 
can procure the conveniencies of life, In order to 
obviate these evils many charitable Institutions have 
been founded in this kingdom; as Hospitals, Parish 
Workhouses, &c. but upon examination it is found 
that these were only proper for a certain Class cf 
Patients, and not even sufficient to accommodate a 
third part of those who stood in need of relief: 
many, from a decent pride, did not choose to be 
found in these places of public Charity ; whilst the 
affairs of others might be ruined by quitting their 
habitations: some, from the nature of their disor- 
ders, became worse by their being pent up in im- 
pure air: without mentioning the contagion incident 
to such places of confinement, Those who were 
unable to fee a regular Physician, had often recourse 
to-Quacks, who flattered them with the hopes of a 
cure, till the devoted victims, daily exhausted of 
health and means, either paid the great debt of 
nature, or were necessitated to implore the benefit 
of those Institutions, which some time before they 
could not think of entering, but with horror: but 
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this resolution often came too late, when the disease 


was past the power of remedy. The opulent and 


charitable therefore sought means to supply these 
deficiencies, and, happily for mankind, conceived 
the plan of PUBLIC DISPENSARIES, for the 
relief of the Poor, at their own habitations : many 
advantages arise from hence, — the various disorders 


are treated! apart, free from the noise, impuriMes, 


or confijiement of an Ilospital, or a Workhouse, 


and from every species of contagion ;—a very great 


number of Patients, and those too of the most use- 
ful part of the Poor, namely, those of indigent 
circumstances, and not chargeable to their parishes, 
are by these means accommodated at a small ex- 
nse, and have the advantage of being nursed at 
eir own habitations, by their own friends and

The great number of labouring Poor who live 
in this 'Down, makes it obvious how very useful 
such a Charity must be; and, from the former 
proofs of the. benevolence of the inhabitants, it is
